"It tl>e prlco ot sugar la prohibitive 


one may can peaches so tljat they wl!l 
keep Indefinitely by using plain water 
Instead of sirup. The following recipe 
may be used," says the United States 
department of agriculture: 


"Remove skins from peacbos by 1m- 


mersinj? lii boiling water for nuont one 
mluute find tben dipping In cold water. 
Place whole peaches In glass Jars or 
tins and Oil jure with hot .vnter. Place 
rubber and top In place and sterilize 
fM- fifteen minutes In hot water bath 
ontDta, twelve mlnuteg In •water, seal, 
ten minutes nt five pounds steam pres- 
sure or fiio minutes at ten pounds 
fltenm pressure. 


"Of course the peaches when remov- 


ed from the Jar will not taste so sweet 
as those cnnueil in sirup. However, if 
sweetanlnpr is desired It may be added 
when the fruit is to be enten, 


"This same method is Rood for can- 


ning with sirups containing varying 
amounts of sugar. A Tory thin sirup 
may be used Jf the housewife does not 
wish to dispense entirely with the 
sugar. 


"Apples may also he canned (for ap- 


ple sauce, pie filling, etc.), using plain 
water Instead of a sugar sirup. 
De- 


partment specialists havo repeatedly 
canned them by this method. In the 
case of apples Jars should, bo sterilized 
sixteen minutes in hot water bath out- 
fits, twelve minutes In water seal, ten 
minutes nmlcr five pounds of steam 
antl four minutes under ten pounds of 
steam,"

Forethought In Canning. 


In tbe operation of cunning anfl pre- 


serving, ns In almost every other func- 
tfou of hotwelteeplDff, 
the 
"getting 


ready" Is the most Important part and 
should, be begun far in advance of the 
actual canning day. Some notes made 
last season will give knowledge as to 
when fruits and vegetables are to be 
expected, so that time and provision 
may be made for tbem. As the various 
cruis and glasses have been emptied. 
M 
1 they hiivo bee;j ivashed and covers 


carefully lltted before putting away, 
much annoyance and expense will be 
spared. If the appetites of the family 
have been observed it will not be ad- 
visable to put up much of. the unpopu- 
lar varieties. 


Kettles which have never been used 


for any other purpose thi\n preserving, 
spoons, forks, knives, skimmers, (Up- 
pers, tunnels, jelly bugs, fruit press, 
fetraiuers, scales, measures, are all nec- 
essary Implements (others will be in- 
dividually required) and should be in a 
state of perfect order and cleanliness. 
Have enough 
suitable Jars, 
cans, 


gla&ses, etc., with rubbers, tops and 
covers nt hand. Plenty of paraffin, la- 
bels, cloths far wiping and handling 
utensils aud the labors o£ the preserv- 
ing season will not plunge you Into 
nervous prostration. 


Fruit Jail leg. 


A housewife who has made careful 


records of tbe amount of fruit she has 
used for preserving or jelly making, 
keeping at tbe same time a record of 
the amount after tbe canning cooking 
process, says: 


Seven pounds of peaches wUl make 


fifteen glasses of marmalade. 


Four quarts of quinces will make ten 


glasses of le'ly. 


Four quarts ot crabapples will make 


ten glasses of Jolly. 


SI* rioi'nds of peaclie'u will triake 


eight pints of, preserved peaches.

ARE CAPTURED IN INDIA.

What Huge Boasta Aro Uaad For.

to 25O wild elephants uro cuptured 
dtirlnjrthe b?itttjosefisoii, and these arc 
trnlued for tbo various purposes for 
•which tho Asiatic elephant is used. 


In view of the vast strpnKtlt pos- 


acssed by full grown clopuituts, It 
seems at first sight almost incredible 
that they can be cuptured In herds, 
uud quickly subdued tu Clio will of 
their masters. At the present time, In 
Mysore, the regular methods of cap- 
turing wild clephuuts Is for a hirgu 
nnmber of natives to go into the jnu- 
gle. name mounted on tinned elephants 
Niul tunny on foot, and to m«l»t» n groat 
nolsu nud hullabaloo, which results In 
driving herds of the \\lld elephants 
Into stockades or often Into poitds of 
water, which have previously been 
surrounded ou nil sltlus. except at the 
approaches, by Imuiousely strong pttl- 
Liadcs. AK soon its the herd Is cornered 
tho pitasagus thut hud been left opcu 
nro securely closed, nud then the train- 
ed clcphnuts nro brought into play to 
cajole and subdue tho perplexed prison- 
ers. 


In India elephants are no longer cap- 


tured, ns they Belli nre In Africa, by 
moans of it huge pitfall In the ground. 
Iu theso trups they nre often seriously 
Injured or Itlllod. Tho Indlun elephant 
Is somewhat smulloA' than the African 
nnd differs from it in other ways, us, 
for instnnce. lit the fact that tusks nro 
possessed only by tho mules, while both 
sexos hare them In Africa. 


With hli enormous muscles and his 


dead wrlgHt of live or six tons nn ele 
phunt can |j-ill down or root up smitll 
treei. can pick tip huge logs with his 
trunk nnd curry or throtv them nround 
like sticks, und since he i.< n very tract- 
able beast wheu well 'tamed, he often 
does farm work c* which u team of 
horses would be Incapable. He cnn 
mnko n fence or plttce hu;;u blorku of 
stono In a well. lie Is often employed 
to drag artillery wagons. 


On a good level road an elephant will 


march at the rate of live miles un hour, 
and he Is capable of runoliifr for short 
distances with u speed of twenty miles 
nn hour. He cnn curry In regular serv- 
ice from l.ioo to 1,500 pounds.

Numberfng Houses. 


The now almost universal custom of 


numbering prlvnto houses so that they 
can bo easily Identified Is only a UtUe 
more than '100 jreais old. It was In tho 
year 1513 that this idea struck toe 
tnncy of a Parisian architect, but it 
was not until nearly three centuries 
later that Uio system became at all 
general. 


In Berlin an eccentric method of 


numbering tho bouses was flrst adopt- 
ed. They were numbered without any 
reference whatever to the name of the 
fltrect 
A tenant's address would bo 


described merely as "1000 Berlin." In 
St. Petersburg an excellent way oC dis- 
playing the numbers is employed—lit- 
tle lanterns bear the numbers on the 
glass, so that they can be seen after 
dark. "In the Inter Stuart times." says 
Mncaulay, "the bouses of London were 
not numbered, and there would, Indeed, 
have been little advantage in number 
lag them, for of the coachmen, char- 
tucn, porters and errand boys ot the 
city a very email proportion 
could 


read. It was necessary to uso mnrlcs 
which the most ignorant could under 
stand. The shops were, therefore, dis- 
tinguished by p ilnted or sculptured 
signs, which gave a very guy ami 
grotesque aspect to the street*."—New 
York American. 


Ri«a of the Plebeians. 


Plebeians were tho 
coramoh*. <n. 


Rome, who were originally forbidden 
all pnlltlcnl rights. They were for the 
most part poor and were not allowed 
to Intermarry 
with the patricians 


They served in tho army wit hunt pay 
and wcro Holil Into slavery for debt 
and could even be cut into pieces for 
distribution 
among their creditors 


Finding their condition intolerable. 
the pleheluim in 497 B. C. eeoeded to 
Mona Sacor, near Rome, where they 
resolved to build a new clt.y. But this 
Htep so alarmed the privileged ('/asses 
tlmt they granted to the commons the 
right of annually choosing ftom thoti 
own numln*r»"two magistrates, called 
tribunes, with power to protect them 
ngitfust fht' aggresslous of the patrl 
clnns.
